EL CENTRO — The California 
Department of the Aging recently awarded 
Catholic Community Services of Imperial 
County two contracts which deliver 
nutritional and informational services to 
hundreds of Imperial Valley senior 
citizens. 

The federally and state-funded contracts 
were formerly administered by the 
Economie Opportunity Commission of 
Imperial County, said Jeanette Eldridge, 
nutrition director for senior programs at 
CGS. 

One contract, known as Meals on 
Wheels, enables more than 300 seniors over 
60 years of age to receive noon meals on 
weekdays at the Plaza Senior Apartments, 
1755 W. Main St., El Centro, and at 
satellite centers in Brawley and Calexico, 
Eldridge said. 

The program aims to provide a social 
setting for seniors to diminish the isolation 
and withdrawal many experience in their 
later years, she added. ; 

“We try to make the atmosphere like a 
she said, praising the 
interaction she sees among participants 
from ‘‘every walk of life — lawyers, 
doctors, teachers and homeless people’’ 
who sit at tables set for six or eight people.

WASHINGTON — While Pope John 
Paul II’s new letter on women ruled out 
their ordination to the priesthood, initial 
reactions to the document viewed it as a 
strong defense of women’s dignity. 

“‘He says the inequality we’ve 
practiced is due to original sin, and we’ve 
got to work to overcome this sinful 
condition,’’ said Bishop Jospeh L. Imesch 
of Joliet, Ill., head of the U.S. bishops 
committee that is writing a national 
pastoral letter on women’s concerns. 

The first draft of the U.S. pastoral calls 
sexism a sin. It is based on the view that 
attitudes or actions which treat women as 
less than equal to men must be overcome. 

The papal letter ‘‘affirms the basic 
assumptions of our own document,’’

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Papal letter seen as defending women’s dignity 


The papal letter, titled ‘‘Mulieris 
Dignitatem’’ (‘‘The Dignity of 
Women’’), was released by the Vatican 
Sept. 30. The 119-page document focused 
especially on the place of women in 
Scripture, with particular emphasis on 
Eve, Mary and Christ’s approach to 
women. 

The pope described the letter as a 
“meditation”? on the ‘‘bases’’ of the 
equal dignity of men and women. He said 
specific issues of women’s role in church 
and society would be addressed in a 
separate document. 

In the letter the pope argued against 
traditional views that God meant women 
to be subject to men. He said that when 
God told Eve, after she and Adam sinned, 
“‘he shall rule over you,”’ it did not refer 
to the way God meant things to be, but 


sin,’ the tendency to go against the moral 
order,”’ that results from original sin. 

God’s intended order, the pope said, is 
for men and women to be of equal dignity 
and united in marriage in ‘‘a mutual 
subjection’’ in which each affirms the 
other’s personhood, dignity and vocation. 

Pope John Paul described Mary as 
“‘the archetype of the whole human race’”’ 
and said that ‘‘Christ’s way of acting 
(toward women), the Gospel of his words 
and deeds, is a consistent protest against 
whatever offends the dignity of women.”’ 

At a press conference in Rome 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the 
Vatican congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith, described the new papal 
document as a ‘‘passionate appeal’’ on 
behalf of woman as ‘‘guardian of the 
human being.”’ 


In the letter Pope John Paul argued 
that in Christ’s teaching and actions ‘‘one 
can find nothing which reflects the 
discrimination against women prevalent 
in his day.’’ The fact, he said, under- 
mines the argument of some that Christ 
merely followed prevailing customs when 
he chose only male apostles. 

Mother Teresa of Calcutta, 
interviewed by the Italian Catholic 
newspaper Avvenire Sept. 30, called the 
letter a ‘“‘truly marvelous gift.”’ 

She said the pope rightly emphasized 
that the woman’s maternity gives her a 
“specific precedence over the man,”’ but 
said the modern world does not always 
understand it correctly. 

“This is recognized, yes — but 
unfortunately in the negative sense. I am 
talking about abortion, about the mother 
who is left to decide,’’ she said.

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Surgery clinic gives new hope to needy

HILLCREST — Last month, three 
busloads of children, young adults and 
seniors from Southern Mexico and 
Central America arrived at Mercy 
Hospital. The next day Mercy 
physicians, nurses and support staff 
donated their skills to care for these 
impoverished people, many of whom had 
serious medical problems. 

The date, September 23, coincided 
with ‘‘Mercy Day,’’ an annual 
celebration marking the Feast of Our 
Lady of Mercy, the Patronness of the 
Sisters of Mercy who founded the 
hospital. 

“This was a very appropriate way to 
celebrate Mercy Day,’’ said Sister M. 
Krista Ramirez, a nurse in the Mercy 
Clinic and one of several sisters who 
participated in the two-day project. ‘‘We 
were ‘meeting the needs of those who 
wouldn’t otherwise receive this special 
care. It was a beautifully concerted effort 
and a way of making Mercy Day real for 
all of us.”’ 

A total of 80 patients, ranging in age 
from a 10-month-old girl to a 75-year-old 
woman, underwent surgery for a wide 
variety of congenital defects, burn 
injuries and orthopedic problems. 

The majority of the patients were bused 
in from Oaxaca through the efforts of 
John Martin, a former El Cajon building 
contractor and the founder of COAD 
International, a charitable relief 
organization. Martin was instrumental in 
coordinating the first Mercy/COAD 
event last February, when over 50 
patients received plastic, orthopedic and 
ophthalmic surgery — all free of charge. 

“It’s a long way to come for most of 
these people,’’ Martin noted. ‘‘But word 
has spread about our past success and 
they were all eager to have their lives 
changed in the way the others had. 
Through the hard work of our volunteers, 
we were able to help make this dream 
come true.’’

‘Home street home’ for many 


Temple Beth Israel, its members, under the loving 
guidance of Rabbis Sternfeld and Coskey, have instituted 
for the past year-and-a-half, a Sunday lunch program at 
St. Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc Center in San Diego for 
involuntary homeless people. 

One Sunday, I was part of this volunteer program that 
goes on like clock-work in their merciful mission (the 
Temple Beth Israel. Mitzvah feeding mission) to feed 
hungry men, women (and children. 

After setting up the kitchen, our feeding team fed some 
900 persons. As the homeless persons accepted the food at 
the counter, most of them thanked us. At least 50 percent 
of the homeless were women and children. After serving 
lunch, the team cleaned up the kitchen. I was happily 
tired from this mitzah mission. 

However, while the work of the Temple Beth Israel is 
admirable, it won’t solve the present pressing problem of 
the 7,500 involuntary homeless persons — 20 percent are 
women and children — of San Diego. 

I call upon the rabbis, the Jewish community of San 
Diego and all people of good will in San Diego to support 
the plight of the city’s homeless. 

To date, not one rabbi or temple has called upon 
Mayor Maureen O’Connor andthe city council to re- 
open the Old Balboa Naval Hospital with its - ,000 beds to 
the homeless. 

“‘Home street home”’ has for too long become a way of 
life for an endangered human species, the involuntary 
homeless persons of San Diego. The present O’Connor 
administration policy for the homeless persons is ‘‘the 
final solution’’ — these streets are death camps.

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Vocations—don’t get alarmed 


The current crisis in religious vocations has caused all 
sorts of dire predictions. The truth is that the church in 
the United States has never had enough native vocations 
from the birth of the Republic until the present time. 

Since the supply of extra priests and Religious from 
such places as Ireland and Spain has dwindled, the 
challenge that faces the church here has brought about 
some striking advances in personnel practices, and they 
are proving themselves very well. 

The most important advance is the use of the laity in 
the actual ministry of the church. Gone are the days when 
every meeting conducted within the church had to be 
presided over by a clergyman. 

Religious instruction is being entrusted to well trained 
lay men and women and this frequently means classes of 
10 or 12, rather than a hodge-podge of 100 or more 
youngsters being harangued by an over-worked priest. It 
is leading to a great deal of almost individual training. 

CCD projects are increasingly being organized by a lay 
person who is instructed in the administration of religious 
education work. Convert work, once the exclusive 
domain of the priest, is being handled as well, or better, 
by RCIA teams of the laity. 

Christian Family Movement (CFM) is taking on the 
apostolate of the family ministry, and it is really essential 
Catholic action — ‘‘the apostolate of like to like.’’ 
Evangelization teams are taking on the outreach aspects 
of spreading the Gospel and strengthening the spiritual 
life of the parish. 

Visiting the sick and the bereaved, taking charity out to 
the needy, ministering to the special needs of women, 
follow-up work on parish census and the welcoming of 
newcomers are just a few of the aspects of parish life that 
fall under the umbrella of evangelization. 
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THINKING OUT LOUD 
by MSGR.

The financial health of the parish improves when men 
and women who are knowledgeable about finances and 
economics are involved in the worldly cares that 
accompany parish management. 

My personal experience. is, ““How did we ever run a 
parish before we had eucharisitic ministers?’’ They are 
invaluable during the Sunday Masses and for the regular 
sick-call services. Their own devotion to the Eucharist is 
truly admirable. 

In many parishes, the permanent or married diaconate 
has been the salvation of the regular parish-office routine. 

Does this mean, then, that we should be complacent 
about the shortages of ordained priests? Not at all. Since 
the Mass is the central act of Catholic worship and the 
sacraments are a sure and certain encounter with Christ, 
we must work and pray for an increase in religious 
vocations. 

However, there is no reason to “‘view with alarm’’ the 
thought of ‘‘priestless parishes.’’ There may not be as 
many Masses available at as many convenient times, but 
there will be Masses. 

The Holy Spirit has been promised to the church until 
the end of time. He is being very active in these present 
times with solutions which may or may not be permanent 
but that are helpful now. 

The quality of the younger generation of priests and 
religious is superb, and the church we hand on to them 
will certainly thrive.

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Prop. 102—unethical measure 


The November ballot will carry the complex and 
certainly controversial Proposition 102, a measure that 
would require medical personnel to report the names of 
people suspected of carrying the HIV virus, which causes 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome and AIDS related 
complex (ARC). 


- Among other things, Proposition 102 would: 

e Require physicians and other health-care 
professionals to provide to public health authorities the 
name of anyone who tests positive for exposure to the 
HIV virus. 

¢ Require physicians and other 
professionals to report anyone they have 
cause to believe’’ might be infected. 

© Repeal a section of the State Health Code that 
forbids the use of HIV test results by insurers and 
employers. 

e Require that public health officials be informed of all 
positive AIDS tests, and all sexual partners of those who 
test positive be ‘‘traced’’ and alerted. 


Proposition 102 touches critical questions about 
personal freedom and the right to confidentiality. 

The most controversial part of the proposition is the 
“*reasonable cause to believe’’ provision. 

As one example, would not such a vague and 
discriminatory provision encourage disgruntled 
employees to report the names of people they do not like 
to company medical personnel? 

In addition, such a provision could lead to employees 
wearing outlandish outfits, simply because they think a 
co-worker might be infected with the HIV virus. 

I believe that Proposition 102 is unethical and should 
not be supported. There are serveral points that we need 
to remember: 

First: there are presently an estimated 1.5 million 
individuals known as ‘‘healthy seropositives.”’ 

These are people whose blood indicates infection with 
the AIDS virus, but who have not developed either ARC

or AIDS. 

Proposition 102 would create a clear atmosphere of 
discrimination against such persons, who even now have 
difficulty finding work, housing and even medical care, 
solely because of their test results. 

Second: Proponents of Proposition 102 have cited 
‘‘safety’’ as a reason for setting apart those who test 
positive, thus securing, as one proponent indicates, ‘‘ 
as healthy and disease-free environment as possible.”’ 

All reliable medical evidence indicates that the virus 
cannot be transmitted by casual conduct. Unwarranted 
fear of contagion, then, should not be the basis for 
discrimination. 
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Third: ARC/AIDS constitutes a crisis that requires | | 


clear and outspoken educational efforts. At the same time, 
however, this crisis must refuse to stigmatize PWAs 
(person with AIDS) or HIV carriers. 

Basic decency and the moral necessity to respect the 
individuality and human dignity of every person speak 
loudly against all forms of discrimination, stigmatization 
and isolation. 

Fourth: Sadly, our country has a long history of racism, 
which cannot be ignored in this present controversy nor in 
the ethical implications of Proposition 102. 

What types of cruel economic, social and political 
discrimination will those who test positive for HIV suffer? 
Is it not reasonable to surmise that should Proposition 102 
be passed into law that the rights of many persons will be 
trampled upon as they abrepuy will be branded as 
pariahs? 

It is my opinion that Proposition 102 is unethical and 
should not be supported.

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Meals on Wheels are also delivered to 
some 70 homebound seniors in Niland, 
Calipatria, Brawley, Imperial, Holtville, 
Heber and Calexico, Eldridge said. The 
suggested donation is $1. 


Eldridge said these homebound persons 
often express gratitude for the service. One 
wrote: ‘‘We do not know how we could get 
by without the help you are giving in 
sending us delicious meals.”’ 

The director obtains the food through 
bids from vendors, local markets and 
Southern California distributors. 

The nutritionally balanced meals are 
prepared at the Senior Plaza Apartments 
by employees and some 25 volunteers, the 
director added. Guidelines call for a 
different menu every day of the month. 

The second contract administered by 
CCS provides a wide array of services for 
seniors, age 55 and over, said Ellen Jepson, 
CCS senior affairs director for information 
and referrals. 


These services include: 

e Assistance in completing forms used 
for social security and welfare benefits; 

® Completion of tax forms by 
volunteers; 

© Referrals to free health services and 
low-income housing; 

¢ Laminated identification cards with 
photos of the seniors; 

¢- Telephone calls to homebound 
seniors to assess their needs and provide 
social contacts; 

e Bus transportation from central 
locations in Imperial Valley towns to sites 
such as shopping areas and offices of 
seniors’ physicians and attorneys. 

‘‘Transportation for seniors is vitally 
needed in the valley,’’ Jepson said. 
Currently three volunteers drive seniors to 
San Diego for medical services. 

The CCS office also coordinates a vial- 
of-life program with the Imperial County 
sheriff, Jepson said. Some 9,500 vials, 
containing the senior’s name and list of 
medications he uses, have been prepared 
and distributed. 

The seniors are encouraged to attach the 
vials to their refrigerator doors so medics 
and other persons sent to their homes have 
the medical information needed for 
emergencies, Jepson explained. 

She emphasized the importance of the 
vials, adding she encourages seniors also to 
place them in the glove compartments of 
their cars. 

CCS personnel advertise these services 
at 23 senior citizen clubs throughout 
Imperial County, Jepson said. They also 
assist members to list their legislative needs 
in priority order for state legislators who 
visit the clubs. 

Two years ago nine of the seniors’ 10 
priorities became law, Jepson said. Last 
year, two of their recommendations were 
signed by the governor.

ALCALA PARK — Though 
Vocations Awareness Week is Oct. 9-15, 
the staff of the diocesan Vocations Office 
and some diocesan organizations labor all 
year long to foster church vocations. 

Father Justin Langille, named director 
of the diocesan Vocations Office Sept. 1, 
and Franciscan Sister Bea Wagner, 
associate director, said they are always 
looking for new avenues to approach 
vocations. 

Their principal focus is to provide a 
process of discernment, preparation and 
support for those interested in becoming 
priests, permanent deacons or Religious 
women and men. 

One basic avenue is semi-annual 
vocations retreats for men and for women 
from 18 years of age to their 30s. The next 
retreat, called ‘‘Discovery Weekend,”’ 
will be held Oct. 21-23 for women and 
Nov. 4-6 for men. 

The office staff also coordinates support 
groups for those considering a church 
vocation. Young men and women meet in 
separate groups monthly with either 
Father Langille or Sister Wagner. 

The groups provide ‘‘follow-up 
encouragement from the retreats, as well 
as enhance spiritual growth in the context 
of one-to-one spiritual direction and 
ongoing discernment,’’ Father Langille 
said. 

“Seminars and workshops are also 
offered, some jointly, among these 
support groups to promote ongoing 
spiritual growth,”’ he said. 

These persons, seeking to discern 
and/or confirm a call to an ordained or 
Religious vocation, are encouraged to 
participate in parish ministries and 
outreach such as to the handicapped or 
the homeless, he added. 


Educational materials, including 
audio-visual programs, mailings to 
priests, Religious, youth directors and 
campus ministry chaplains, advertising in 
the Southern Cross (see page 11) and 
publishing a quarterly newsletter for all 
seminarians and theology students are 
also part of the office’s efforts. 

Father Langille pointed out that these 
efforts are funded in part by the Diocesan 
Council of Catholic Women, which has 
donated $82,765 during the past five 
years. 

The council is expected to make 
another sizable contribution for vocations 
awareness at its annual meeting Oct. 26 
at St. Mark parish’s community center, 
San Marcos. 

Father Langille will accept the donation 
at the meeting, which will focus on the 
theme ‘‘Accept the Power of Love and 
Receive the Gift of Life.’’ Reservations 
can be made through Oct. 12 by calling 
745-8169. 

Another group that assists in vocation 
awareness is Serra International, an 
organization of Catholic lay ~ people 
devoted to the spiritual growth of its 
members in the work of fostering church 
vocations. 

Named after Blessed Padre Junipero 
Serra, there are three Serra clubs in the 
diocese and two in formation. 

Two of their efforts are to get every 
parish in the diocese to establish a 
vocations committee and to get Catholics 
to attend one more Mass a month to 
specifically pray for vocations. 

Thus far, more than 5,000 people have 
indicated they would participate in this 
effort, called the 31 Club. 

Father Langille quoted Newark Arch- 
bishop Theodore E. McCarrick as saying 
there is not so much a vocations crisis as 
people convincing themselves there are no 
vocations. —

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Social service Sisters 
mark 50th anniversary

SAN DIEGO — The Sisters of Social 
Service will celebrate their golden jubilee 
Oct. 15 at.St. Vincent de Paul Church in 
Mission Hills. 

Some 300 people are expected to attend 
the liturgy and reception which follows. A 
slide show and photographic display 
depicting the .order’s history will be 
available at the reception. 

Sister Petra Keller, general director of 
the Sisters of Social Service, will be a 
special guest. 

“We're looking at a good time,’’ said 
Sister Beneta Nolan, director of Camp 
Oliver in Descanso, one of the programs 
run by the Sisters of Social Service. 

The Sisters of Social Service were 
founded in Hungary as a direct response 
to Rerum Novarum, the first social 
encyclical, issued on May 15, 1891, by 
Pope Leo XIII, explained Sister Nolan. 

Due to post World War I conditions, 
many Hungarians fled to the United 
States. The Sisters of Social Service came 
to Los Angeles. 

Their main service was parish work 
and with such. groups as Catholic Youth 
Organization, the Department of 
Religious Education, the Catholic 
Welfare Bureau and campus ministry, 
said Sister Nolan. 

In 1938, Bishop Charles Buddy of the 
Diocese of San Diego invited the sisters to 
assume responsibility of Bayside 
Settlement and Day Nursery (now 
Bayside Settlement House) in San Diego. 

Bayside was first established to serve 
working parents with children and 
continues to do so, said Sister Lynn 
Sinjem, executive director of Bayside. 

“We respond to the needs of the time,”’ 
said Sister Sinjem. 

“Establishing settlement houses was in 
keeping with previous works of the sisters 
in Europe,’’ explained Sister Nolan. 

Sister Nolan, a previous teacher, was

attracted to the Sisters of Social Service 
because ‘‘I could be of service in a very 
active way. I feel it is important to use 
one’s gifts.”’ 

For Sister Sinjem, the call to religious 
life was more of a “‘career move.”’ After 
high school, she entered an Irish religious 
community, where she taught at the 
elementary and secondary levels for 17 
years. 

“T joined as a result of my own 
personal development. The sisters were 
down-to-earth, ordinary people, with 
many areas of work. I felt I fit in better 
with their line of work.”’ 

Although there are less women entering 
the Religious life, Sister Sinjem does not 
believe there is a vocation crisis — she 
views it as “‘different ways of serving 
God.”’ 

“I believe each one of us is called, 
whether that be to the single life, married, 
Religious or a priest. I think all callings 
are equal and precious,’’ she said. 

Sister Sinjem pointed out the fact that 
in today’s society, one ‘‘does not have to 
be a Religious or priest to serve God or 
his people.’’ 

Sister Nolan believes there is a crisis 
but not limited to vocations. 

““The world is in a state of crisis — a 
time of breakdown and breakthrough,”’ 
explained Sister Nolan. i 

Religious life is also breaking new 
ground, she added. ‘‘There will always be 
a place for religious women. As we 
discern and follow the call of the Spirit, it 
will open up-new avenues to build the 
kingdom of God here on Earth.”’

CORONADO — Father Michael 
Sinor, the newly ordained associate 
pastor of Sacred Heart Parish in 
Coronado, says he arrived at the 
priesthood through a rather circuitous 
route. 

““God let me make a lot of mistakes,”’ 
said Father Sinor. ‘‘I believe God called 
me to be a priest for a long time and I 
heard, but I kept running away from it. I 
was able to do everything I wanted to do, 
before I felt it was time to surrender to 
God.”’ 

Born 36 years ago in Oakland, Father 
Sinor spent the first part of his childhood 
in Modesto before coming to San Diego 
with his family. After graduating from the 
University of San Diego High School in 
1970, young Michael entered St. Francis 
Seminary, but left after his first year. 

A creative individual, Sinor joined an 
arts cooperative for four years, earned a 
graduate degree in theatre arts at the 
University of California at Irvine, and 
went on to perform on-stage in San 
Diego. 

According to Father Sinor, a number 
of different experiences in New York City 
as well as here in California caused him to 


reevaluate his position on serving in the 
priesthood. His empathy for the 
homeless, in particular, moved him to 
want to serve God by serving people in a 
concrete way. 

Responding to the call, Sinor entered 
St. Patrick’s Seminary in Menlo Park in 
the fall of 1983. After completing his 


theological education at St. Patrick’s, 
Father Sinor worked in various 
ministries, including helping produce 


Catholic television programs. 
Father Sinor was ordained July 30 by 


Bishop Leo. T. Maher at St. Michael’s 
Church in Poway. Sinor calls the 
sacrament of ordination ‘‘a formal 


celebration of commitment, much like a 
marriage.” 

“T think the thing that’s most 
important to me,’’ he continued, ‘‘is the 
faith of God’s people. The celebration of 
the sacraments has taken on a new degree 
of meaning for me. 

““Confession and absolution are 
particularly meaningful. I am_ keenly 
aware that I’m not really doing it. ’m 
just an instrument. It’s very humbling, 
and yet, there is a richness in this that I 
am constantly discovering. 

‘‘T have a lot to learn as a priest. There 
is so much responsibility that it stretches 
you, but at the same time, it is

Asked if he felt he were missing 
anything by accepting the call to the 
priesthood, Father Sinor thought for a 
moment, then said, ‘“There are always 
things we miss out on in life. That’s part 
of being human. But if you’re asking if I 
have any regrets, I don’t. Love is what 
creates life, and I believe that in serving 
God I am helping to create, sustain and 
preserve life.” 

Since Catholic priests are often called 
upon to visit the sick and help people in 
trouble, Father Sinor was asked how he 
dealt with the difficult tasks before him. 

“‘T have anointed a lot of people,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I’m not going to say it’s never 
difficult, but I have sensed the presence of 
Christ in those difficult moments. 

““To see someone’s eyes... the meaning 
that it has for them gives me a feeling that 


is very hard to describe. As a priest, you 
come to see Christ in a variety of ways 
that I had never imagined before. Just 
knowing that you bring the comfort of 
one’s Faith through you to a person in 
need is an inspiring experience.”’

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Religious urged to rediscover social identity 


Responding to other cultures also stressed at vocation conference

ST. LOUIS — Religious communities 
need to establish stronger identities and 
be responsive to other cultures, vocation 
directors for religious orders were told at 
a national conference. 

“We have lost a social identity as 
Religious since Vatican II and we have 
nothing to replace it with. A new social 
identity needs to be discovered,’’ said 
Vincentian Father John Grindel, a main 
speaker at the National Religious 
Vocation Conference, held recently in St. 
Louis. 


The priest is a scholar in residence at 
the Jesuit School of Theology in Berkeley, 
Calif. 

Another speaker, Sister Thea Bowman, 
a Franciscan Sister of Perpetual 
Adoration, told the vocation directors 
that ‘‘so many white middle-class United 
States Religious give the rest of us the 
impression that you think your way is the 
only way.... You won’t try anything else; 
you won’t get serious about anything 
Elsen:

parishes. The parishes, in San 
Bernardino and in Lenwood (near 
Barstow) are administered by a Sister and 
a lay woman respectively.

The bishops’ liturgy committee’s task 
group on Sunday worship in the absence 
of a priest conducted the survey between 
July and December 1987. The 167 
responses were to questionnaires sent to 
174 U.S. Latin-rite dioceses, including 
the Archdiocese for Military Services.

NORFOLK, Va. — The Brothers of 
St. Martin de Porres, a new religious 
community specifically for black men who 
will minister to black Catholics, has been 
established on a trial basis in the Diocese 
of Richmond, Va. 

Father Bruce Greening, who is 
establishing the new order in Norfolk, 
said, ‘‘We see this as an integration of 
who we are into the universal church. 
Pope Paul VI said, ‘Bring into the whole 
church the gift of your blackness.’ ”’ 


September. 

Thirty-one of the 70 dioceses with 
priestless parishes reported that within the 
past year Sunday services had been 
conducted without a priest. In those 31 


dioceses, priestless Sundays were 
scheduled at least once a month in 29 
parishes. 


A total of 49 dioceses said that within 
the past year Sunday services without a 
priest were conducted in parishes or 
missions which have a resident priest. 

Ninety-one of the 116 dioceses 
reporting no priestless Sundays said they 
foresee a day when priestless Sundays 
would be necessary. Fifty-six dioceses said 
it would probably be within five years. 

The survey also found: 

© The majority of non-ordained parish 
administrators are women Religious. 
They account for 125 of the 201 
administrators or administrative team 
members. 

e In the 51 dioceses where priestless 
Sunday services were held, 169 deacons 
were authorized to lead the prayer; 139 
women Religious; 96 lay women; 94 lay 
men; and 11 Religious Brothers. 

© 137 dioceses reported weekday 
Communion services in the absence of a 
priest. 

© 17 dioceses have established their 
own guidelines for the training of prayer 
leaders at services without a priest. Nine 
dioceses have commissioning services for 
the prayer leaders.

She said that while the church is calling 
for leadership from minority 
communities, ‘‘some of you all are scared 
to get some of us coming ’round. We talk 
too much; we talk too loud. We play our 
music. 

“‘We don’t eat your food ... and you all 
are worried about how to incorporate us 
into you and some of us don’t really want 
to incorporate us into you.... We would 
like to walk, work, pray and play with 
you.”’ 

Since 1984, Sister Bowman has been 
fighting breast cancer, which has spread 
to other parts of her body. Although she 
had to be hospitalized after a talk in 
Baltimore a few months ago, she speaks 
and sings with her usual energy and is 
leaving soon on a trip to Africa. 

Father Grindel said that due to a lack of 
vocations, some religious orders have 
been forced to face the mortality of their 
communities. 

In reviewing the changes in religious 
life in the past 20 to 30 years, Father 
Grindel said that before Vatican II, 
Religious wore ‘‘distinctive clothing’’ to 
distinguish themselves from the secular 
sinful world. 

Before Vatican II, vocations were 
plentiful, he said. ‘‘Entering the 
professional elite of the church was a way 
out of the ghetto (for immigrants), an 
opportunity for an education and a way to 
gain a professional status and enviable 
position within society.”’ 

Father Grindel said Vatican II changes 
meant that Religious were no longer 
understood as “‘superior’’ to laity or as an 
intermediate stage between laity and 
clergy, and that Religious needed to

“*The rumors and indiscretions in the 
press are too consistent to be all false,’’ said 
the adviser, Luigi Gonella. ‘‘I expect that 
when I get the results, they will show that 
the shroud is medieval. But I don’t know 
the results, and I can’t confirm that it is 
medieval.”’ 


Amid secrecy surrounding carbon 14 
dating of the Shroud of Turin, the 14-foot 
strip of linen believed by some to have 
wrapped the dead body of Christ, several 
newspapers in Great Britain and the 
United States ran stories saying that 
scientists had concluded the shroud is a 
medieval fake. 


But, by prior agreement, none of the 
scientists or church officials directly 
involved in the testing revealed the results. 
They had signed a pact that leaves that 
announcement to the cloth’s caretaker, 
Cardinal Anastasio Ballestrero or Turin. 


Iftesting provesit is medieval, a question 
remains because the techniques to make 
such an image did not exist in the Middle 
Ages, said Gonella. Previous tests showed 
the shroud was not a painting, he added.

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Haiti to allow return 
of deported priest 


TORONTO — A Canadian priest 
deported from Haiti has been allowed to 
return following an agreement between 
Canada and the new government of 
Haiti. 

Viatorian Father Rene Poirier said the 
Haitians, in a deal struck with the 
Canadian government, attached no 
conditions to his return. The priest said 
he had no knowledge of the negotiations 
until he was informed of the agreement. 

The 53-year-old priest, who was 
planning to return Oct. 2, said he would 
likely return to Grand Goave, where prior 
to his expulsion he was the only pastor in 
a city of 54,000 residents, mostly 
Catholic. 


Anglicans and Catholics

VATICAN CITY — The joint 
Anglican-Catholic dialogue commission 
has pledged ‘‘to carry forward the search 
for greater unity’’ despite the ‘‘major 
problem’’ of differences over female 
ordination. 

“Issues relating to the ordination of 
women and its consequences for the work 
being done on the reconciliation of 
ministries’? is a major theme on the 
Anglican-Catholic agenda, said a 
commission communique. 

The communique was issued at the end 
of the commission’s Aug. 24-Sept. 2 
meeting in Edinburgh, Scotland. It was 
published in the Sept. 25 Vatican 
newspaper, L’Osservatore Romano. 

On Sept. 24, a black American was 
elected the first woman bishop in the 
worldwide Anglican Communion.

Film depicts plight of farmer

Miles from Home (Cinecom) opens 
masterfully with a black-and-white 
newsreel that documents Nikita 
Khrushchev’s 1959 visit to the fictional 
Iowa farm of Frank Roberts Sr. (Brian 
Dennehy). With cameras lyrically and 
silently panning the beaming faces of 
Khrushchev, Roberts and his two young 
sons, Frank Jr. and Terry, it is apparent 
that this man Roberts has a farm to be 
proud of and sons in awe of their dad, if 
not quite understanding his brief moment 
of importance. 

Thirty years later, the promise of the 
Roberts’ time in the sun is long-forgotten 
by all except the sons, who as adults sit on 
the edge of foreclosure. About to lose the 
farm that won their father so many 
awards and accolades in the 1950s and 
1960s, the men torch the place and garner 
the support of other farmers forced to give 
up their farms without a fight. 

On the run from the law, Frank 
(Richard Gere) and Terry (Kevin 


Anderson) take on the mantle of folk 
heroes as they come to represent the 
plight of all farmers who’ve been 
motivated by soaring prices to 
overfinance and ultimately lose their 
farms. 

Frank blames himself unjustly for not 
living up to his father’s reputation and 
losing the farm. But before he can forgive 
himself and finally come to terms with his 
father’s legacy, Frank almost destroys 
himself and his devoted younger brother 
during a series of outlaw moves that see 
them ultimately robbing the bank that 
repossessed their farm. 

This is a powerful, heartbreaking story 
told with minimal dialogue and 
extraordinary images that counterpoint 
the beauty and fury of the land with 
intimate moments of anguish between 
brothers who must say goodbye forever to 
the farm of their childhood and their 
father’s hopes and dreams. 

Gere gives his most stirring, human 
performance in years as a desperate 
farmer who, victimized by an unfavorable 


economy, failed to carry on in the 
untarnished tradition of his father. 
Anderson is touching as his passive 
younger brother who must stand by and 
watch Frank make one mistake too many, 
risking both their lives and futures for the 
sake of Frank’s unfinished emotional 
business. 

Stage director Gary Sinise shows great 
promise with this small movie. His visual 
sense and ability to pull strong 
performances from his cast — Judith 
Ivey, Helen Hunt and John Malkovich 
are equally fine in cameos — help him 
transcend the obvious and bring new 
perspective to an old and ongoing 
tragedy. 

This move contains some profanity, a 
county fair scene in which a bull is cruelly 
abused for entertainment purposes and 
two incidents of explicit sexual activity.

‘My Rosary’ explores mysteries 


MY ROSARY: Its Power and Mystery 
by Msgr. Charles Dollen; NY:Alba 
House, 1988; 205 pages: $7.95pb 


After the Mass, the rosary is probably 


the most popular form of Catholic 
devotion. Although its origins are 
obscure, testimonials to its power and 


effectiveness are legion. Perhaps more 
papal messages have been devoted to it 
than to any other topic. Many saints and 
spiritual writers have written of its glories 
or have touched on the meaning of its 
message, both directly and indirectly. 
Msgr. Charles Dollen, who has dipped 
into the rich lode of spiritual writing in 
several previous books, has now done so 
again in this book on the rosary. Msgr. 
Dollen’s plan is ‘‘...to look at pertinent 
scriptural passages for each mystery, then 
to see how the more ancient writers 
viewed them ... and then to present a few 
more recent authors on the subjects.” 
Those’ selections include parts of 
sermons, commentaries on Scripture,

excerpts from books, bits of poetry and 
verses from songs. The selections for each 
mystery are followed by a meditation in 
which Msgr. Dollen asks the reader to 
consider the selections in relation to the 
mystery, to see how it all fits together. 
Then the reader is encouraged to delve 
more deeply into each mystery, to think 
about it, to pray about it, to be part of it. 

The method is very effective. On the 
surface, it provides a useful means of 
meditating on each mystery. But as one 
reads the book and uses it, the centrality 
of the meaning of the rosary to the 
Catholic faith becomes ever more 
apparent. It becomes clear that the rosary 
is not simply a series of repeated prayers 
loosely strung around some scriptural 
incidents. 

The mysteries go straight to the core of 
Christianity. It is impossible to think 
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about, or meditate on, these mysteries of 
Mary without coming into closer 
communion with her son. Using this 
book, with its many selections going back 
to antiquity, underlines the church’s 
teaching, which also goes back to 
antiquity, that proper devotion to the 
Blessed Virgin does not deflect one from 
Christ, but intensifies one’s relationship 
with Him. 

Msgr. Dollen has done a service by 
helping the reader to understand the 
richness of the rosary tradition. To 
emphasize the dynamism of that same 
tradition, he concludes the book with a 
short section called ‘‘Alternative 
Mysteries.’’ Here he offers suggestions 
for other mysteries to meditate on, either 
for special occasions, or for variety. Thus, 
while not losing sight of the established 
tradition, he shows how one can expand 
it. An excellent suggestion in an excellent 
book.

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘By 1990, one of two 
children will be affected by death of a 
parent or divorce,’ said. Libby Day, 
certified director for Rainbows for All 
God’s Children, who launched the 
support group for such children in the 
San Diego diocese last year. 

Parents are the primary role models of 
children. When a change in the family 
structure occurs, children as well as adults 
grieve the loss of the loved one, Day said. 

Rainbows for All God’s Children is a 
program which guides through grief 
children living in homes with single 
parents or with stepmothers and 
stepfathers, explained Day. 

Grief that is ignored becomes 
‘“funresolved grief?’ and can be 
destructive, said Day. 


She explained the five stages to the grief 
process: 

© Denial, a period of rejecting what 
has happened; 

e Anger, which can be directed at 
anyone; 

¢ Bargaining, an attempt to exchange 
something, to postpone or fix the 
inevitable; 

© Depression, the feeling of being 
unable to cope; 

© Acceptance, learning to live with the 
change. 

It is important to go through each stage 
so that life may go one. Rainbows is a 
peer support group which allows children 
an opportunity to meet others with 
similar experiences, Day said. 

““The group focuses on talking about 
feelings, not solving family problems,”’ 
Day emphasized. The goal is to assist 
children in expressing themselves and to 
understand what has happened, she said. 

Children are grouped according to 
grade levels. Each group has at least one 
adult facilitator, she added. 

During 12 sessions held throughout the 
school year, the groups discuss topics 
related to changes in their family unit, 
such as ‘‘Making the Pieces Fit’’ and 
“Why My Family?”’ 

At present, eight Catholic elementary

EL CAJON — Catholic parents often 
attend Mass together with their children 
because they believe in the old adage: 
“The family that prays together, stays 
together.”’ 

But for many parents, the Sunday 
liturgy can be an exercise in frustration 
and distraction as they try to be attentive 
to the Word while attempting to keep 
their restless children quiet and still. 

Children complain that they cannot see 
what is going on up at the altar. Even 
when ther sit near the front, they often 
don’t ur 2rstand what is going on. While 
many parishes offer Sunday morning 
programs and nursery service for infants 
and pre-schoolers, elementary school-age 
children still have difficulty attending to 
and participating in the Mass. 

Christopher Walker, a composer and 
music director of the Clifton Cathedral in 
Bristol, England, has developed a musical 
solution to this problem. Walker 
conducted a workshop on children’s 
liturgies at Our Lady of Grace Parish in 
E] Cajon last week. 

Reared in the Anglican tradition, 
Walker converted to Catholicism three 
years ago when he participated in the Rite 
of Christian Initiation of Adults. 

For the past three years, Walker has 
worked closely with Christine 
Brusselmans, a Belgian professor of 


theology who was primarily responsible 
for bringing RCIA to the United States. 
Brusselmans also devloped a Rite of 
Christian Initiation for Children, which 
has been implemented in a number of San 
Diego-area parishes.

In the program developed by Walker, 
children in grades one through six are 
dismissed after the first reading during 


the Liturgy of the Word. They adjourn to . 


another room where they listen to a 
simpler version of the gospel reading and 
hear a reflective homily prepared by 
trained volunteers. 

“‘We encourage the children to reflect 
on what they hear in the gospel - how it 
will affect them in school the next week,”’ 
said Walker. The sessions generally begin 
with a centering prayer and include music 
that is simple, but not frivolous. The 
children rejoin their parents for the 
Liturgy of the Eucharist. 

“All the music I have written is 
scripturally based,’’ Walker said. ‘‘It can 
be performed with or without 
accompaniment. Most importantly, it’s 
fun and infectious. Parents tell me their

kids sing the songs they learned at the 
children’s liturgies on the way home after 
Mass.”’ 

Children’s liturgies should be 
supplemental to catechetical instruction, 
Walker noted. They do not replace CCD 
sessions, but augment and enhance what 
the children have already learned about 
the liturgy and the sacraments, he added. 

““The quickest way to unify the 
community is through music,’’ Walker 
said. ‘“‘When you’re singing, you’re 
expressing something you’re feeling.”’ 

Dismissing the children for their own 
liturgy of the Word gives them an 
opportunity to move around, Walker

said, adding that the exercise and 
distraction tends to make them quieter 
and more attentive during the Liturgy of 
the Eucharist. 

Walker said he has experienced little 
opposition to children’s liturgies anyplace 
he has introduced them. He recently 
recorded the Cycle C Psalms and Gospel, 
acclamations he composed with 27 
children in Portland. 

In September, Walker conducted a 
workshop on children’s liturgies at the 
Catechetical Institute at the University of 
San Diego, and prepared the liturgies for 
a priests’ retreat conducted by the 
Diocese of San Bernardino.
